The immediate slaughter of all the!

tems, is seemingly the only means of! 
checking it. 

Already the Alberta government is 
adopting this course, and hundreds; 
of hogs have been slaughtered. Far-,. 
mers are paid for the hogs kifled up 


jto ‘two-thirds of their velue by the; 


provincial government. | 

“Tf a farmer buys one hog with the 
germs of the disease in its system, 
the entire herd will soon contract 
the disease, and government officials 
will be forced to slaughter every hog 
on the farm. Portions of the rind 
with the disease 
have been known to contam!nate a 
score of hogs. Fortunately the ais- | 
ease is one which is confined to hogs 


wiped out.’’

fit of the people. That is truly a 
vast sum, and represents the faith of 
the motherland in her strong and 
vigorous dependency. Yet British ca- 
pitalists held 70 per cent of the: secur 
ities which represent the capitaliza- 
tion of every kind of business and of 
every variety of government. enter- 
prise "n this nation. Have not these 
people, therefore a right to know that 
Canadians are using this enormous 
reservoir of capital not only for the 
benefit of. the ‘country. but. ia’ 
interests of those avho ran the riek 
when they advanced it and who Ez2 
the courage ‘and the patriotism to 
express their faith in: this glrowiss 
empire: of the western world.

Nall -‘is—the poor man's refuge where 
“abor reczives its just and reasonable 
Teward, and where democratic princi- 
ples and ideas prevail.
